This is what read on T- 
shirts that many students, teachers, 
faculty and parents wore to River 
Forest’s first ever semi-state appear- 
ance. The Ingots’ season did not look 
too promising after finishing the 
previous season 3-18 and starting this 
season 3-8. After defeating Hammond 
Gavit the Ingots went on a five game 
winning streak. Within those five 
games were two important and 
exciting conference wins leading to a 
share of the conference title. Their 
streak then ended in a 50-37 loss to 
Washington Twp. Another winning 
streak then started with a 57-56 win 
over North Newton and kept winning 
until they met Ft. Wayne Harding in 
semi-state. Going into sectionals the 
Ingots were thought to have no 
chance by the newspaper critics. The 
Ingots proved them wrong and won 
the school’s first ever sectional title. 

In the first round of sectionals with 
the Ingots down 69-68 and the clock 
running out, senior Angel Rosado 
stepped into the spotlight again. With
